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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, 9.10, 14-17, 20-21, 23-24, 32-34, 51-52, 55-56, 59-79, 115-118, drawn to an 
inbound/outbound filter with proxy chaining, classified in class 709, subclass 243. 

II. Claims 7-8, 11-13, 18-19, 22, 25-30, 37-39, 53-54, 80-93, 102, 119-122, drawn to an 
inbound/outbound filter without proxy chaining, classified in class 709, subclass 244. 

III. Claims 41-45, 57, 94-98, 123, drawn to an outbound filter with proxy chaining, classified 
in class 709, subclass 232. 

IV. Claims 46-50, 58, 99-101, 124, drawn to an outbound filter without proxy chaining, 
classified in class 709, subclass 218. 

Group I corresponds to Figure 1 A and pages 7-8 of the originally filed specification, 
Group II corresponds to Figure 1B and page 9 of the originally filed specification. 
Group III corresponds to Figure 4A and pages 11-13 of the originally filed specification. 
Group IV corresponds to Figure 3A and pages 10-1 1 of the originally filed specification.

10. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there 
would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required because the inventions have 
acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
